Effort Suspected to Lay 
Blame on Governor for 
Resultant Confusion 
Should He Veto the Ball

JEFFERSON CITY, April 4.— 
Senator Morgan, Republican floor 
leader of the Senate in a statement 
to the Post-Dispatch today said 


that there would '* no lessening 
of Republican opposition to the 
Democratic congressional redis- 
tricting bill, and tha’ he was con- 
vinced no redistricting measure 
would become effective unless the 
Democrats were willing to accept a 
compromise. 

If a bill should be passed by 
the Democratic majority in the 
Senate and in the House it could 
be prevented from becoming oper- 
ative only by the exercise of the 
veto power by the Governor or by 
its suspension under the referen- 
dum provision of the constitution. 

“The HKepublicans fully realize 
the importance of the passage of 
a districting bill,” Senator Morgan 
said. “We realize that the failure 
to create congressional districts 
would produce a chaotic condition 
in both the major political parties, 
that it would have far-reaching ef- 
fects, possibly making dnoperative 
the initiative and referendum pro- 
vision of the constitution. We 
know it would create endless con- 
fusion in the selection of party 
gtate committees, in the selection 
of delegates to the party national 
convention and in the selection of; 
presidential electors. We know that 
the election of Congressmen at | 
large might leave large areas of 
the State without local representa- 
tion in Congress. 

Charges Gerrymandcring. 

“But, even though realizing al] 
of this, we are not willing to sub- 
mit to a new gerrymander of the 
State which will give to the Dem- 
ocrats an unfair proportion of the 
representatives in Congress, and 
will deprive the Republicans of 
representation even approaching 
that to which they are entitled. 

“Missouri is a Republican State. 
That has been shown by the elec- 
tions of the past 10 years. In my 
Opinion it is Republican by about 
29,000 in normal! elections. And 
yet the Democrats propose to cre- 
ate eight Democratic districts and 
five Republican districts, and there 
is 80 much doubt about one of 
these five that it can almost ébe 
classed as a Democratic district. 

“The Republicans, constituting 
as I believe a majority of the peo- 
ple of the State, have been labor- 
ing under a heavy handicap in 
Missouri for a great many years 
because of gerrymandered con- 
gressional and senatorial districts. 
We do not believe that the respon- 
sibility will be on us if redistricting 
fails. We are only insisting that 
the Democrats do not force on us 
a grossly unfair redistricting juad 
because they have a majority of 
the membership in each branch of 
the Legislature. 

“I am willing and confidént the 
Republicang in the Legislature are 
willing to accept a bill which falls 
short of what we consider fair. We 
believe that in fafrness the districts 
should be so arranged that the Re- 
publicans would have a majority 
of them, but we are not asking for 
that, 

Content With Six G. O. P. Districts. 

“We realize that a practical sit- 
uation must be met in a practical 
way. The Democrats control the 
Legislature, and I say to them that 
any redistricting bill which will 
make reasonably certain that the 
Democrats will get only seven dis- 
tricts and the Republicans will get 
six will be acceptable to us. 

“I have prepared’such a bill and 
will offer it as a compromise at the 
proper time in’ the consideration 
of redistricting next week. Under 
my proposed substitute ihere will 
be created four districts which arc 
heavily Democratic, four which 
are heavily Republican,. three 
which age Democratic but — ciose 
and two which are Republican but 
close. By close I mean niajorities 
not greater than 1600. 

“Though I have this to offer, the 
Republicans are not wedded/to it, 
and will be satisfied if the Demo- 
crats can produce a bill with five 
heavily Democratic, five heavily 
Republican, two close Democratic 
districts and one close Republican 
district. With the necessity for 
laying out 13 districts under the 
congressional apportionment act, 
one party must have the advantage 
of the odd district and we are will- 
ing to give that. advantage to the 
Democrats. 

“For a third of a century Mis- 
sour! has been “under a Democfatic 
gerrymander, and we are not will- 
ing to submit to another, which 
would be in effect at least 10 years, 
and which might continue for an- 
other third a century.”

of Democratic Senators Thursday 
night, when all pledged themselves 
to support the congressional bill 
which is pending on engrossment. 
They deny the bill is unfair to the 
Republicans, insisting that under it 
there would be eight Democratic 
and five Republican districts, and 
that of the eight Democratic dis- 
tricts two are so close politically 
that the Republicans would have 
a chance to carry them. 

There is no basis for an expecta- 
tion now that Morgan’s compro- 
mise will be accepted by the Sen- 
ate Democrats, nor for the hope 
that if the pending bill passes the 
Senate it will pass the House, 
which early in the week killed a 
bill practically a duplicate of this 
one. Nineteen Democrats absent- 
ed themselves from the House and 
the bill failed of passage by nine 
votes. -Nothing so far has ap- 
peared to indicate that the Senate 
bill, if sent to the House, would get 
a larger number of votes than were 
cast for the House bill. 

Gov. Caulfield has refused to Say 
whether he would sign or veto the 
Democratic bill, though he has not 


hesitated to let it be known that 


he does not consider it fair to the 
Republicans. 

Trying to Embarrass a Govefnor. 
It is not unlikely that there is 
mixed with the Democratic desire 
to get a districting law which, as 
they express it, “gives them a fair 
advantage,” a desire to cause the 
Governor some embarrassment.)

Officers Intend to Frighten 


WARDEN 
INSISTS GUARDS DO} 
NOT SHOOT TO KILL 


Rioting Convicts Into 
Submission, He Tells 
Legislative Investigators. 


By the Associated Press. 

JOLIET, Iil., April 4.—Warden 
Henry C. Hill of the two peniten- 
tiaries here—Joliet and, Stateville 
—testifying before ‘a _ legislative 
committee investigating conditions 
which resulted in recent outbreaks, 
said today guards fired at the riot- 
ing convicts only to frighten them 
into submission. 

One conyict, Raymond Barney, 
Chicago Negro, was wounded fatal- 
ly. Hill said, “If we had wanted 
to dod any killing in that riot, 560 
convicts might have been killed. 
Guards and police did not shoot te 
kill, but to intimidate rioters.” 

Thomas Matthews, Negro, of 
Chicago, sentenced for murder, was 
called, that the committee might 
learn the attitude of Negro con- 
victs, Who compose 32 per cent of 
the prison population. Asked if the 
prison could be conducted without 
solitary punishment, Matthews an- 
swered, “No, there are too many 
ruffians in this place to run it 
without solitary.” He said Negro 
convicts received the same treat- 
ment as white and that°he had no 
complaint.

The committee recessed after to- 
day’s hearing until April 21. 

Roy 8. Dean, inmate of the pris- 
on hospital, testified the legislative 
investigation had had no apparent 
effect on the prison population.

An 
operation would do him no good, 
for the infection is too near the 
spine. He can never walk again.” 

The physician said Billberg, like 
all other prisoners, wanted a milk 
diet, but averred it would do him 
no good.

POST-IMPRESSIONIST 


42 Samples by Leading Modern 
Artists Shown at 


d Museum. 


One of the most important ex- 
hibits to be shown at the City Art 
Museum in the past 25 years 
‘opened yesterday afternoon. It 
contains 42 paintitigs by lea ting 
Post-Impressionist painters, ‘the 
group largely responsible for the 
trend of contemporary art. 

The collection was assembled by 
}Meyric R. Rogers, director of the 
museum, mostly ¢rem dealers in 
New York,.but from private collec- 
tions as well. Three or four of the 
pictures have never before been ex- 
hibited in public. 

Almost without exception, the 
paintings gepresent the best work 
of the 18 artists included in the 
show. The whole range of Post- 
Impressionism is here, from the 
early Toulouse-Lautrec, so close to 
Monet and the other Impression- 
ists, to the brittle arbitrary ab- 
straction of Braque. 

The three great periods of Paul 
Gauguin are shown in three paint- 
ings. ~ The first is “Brittany Land- 
seape,” the second “The Women 
of Aries,”’ done at a time when the 
artist was werking with and mcrre 
or less under the influence of Vir- 
cent VanGogh, and the third, “The 
Three Tahitians,”’ a classic exam- 
ple of his last and best known 
phase. 

Inthe simplicity of its design, 
the harmony of the three figures 
against a raw sky of yellow and 
orange, it conveys all that Gauguin 
had to say to the world with the 
quiet, still intentness that char- 
acterizes his art. Similarly the 
whole range of Andre Derain’s art 
is shown in four paintings, one of 
them, a stil] life, is rich and solid: 
He makes a fascinating use of light 
and shade to emphasize the sol- 
idity of a bowl of fruit. In another 
mood in “The Turn of the Road’ 
Derain exhibits a Corot-like sim- 
plicity. His “Portrait of a Young 
Girl” is charming and fresh, rath- 
er close, again, to the Impres- 
sionists. 

Paul Cezanne, founder of the 
whole Post-Impressionist move- 
ment, is represented by two large 
paintings. There are two exam- 
ples of Matisse, showing two pha- 
ses of his work. “Model Kneel- 
ing” exhibits the brilliant drafts- 
man indifferent to everything but 
the essential figure in the picture. 
The other work, “The ‘Tempest, 
Nice” shows him as the painter of 
patterns, with something of mood 
and atmosphere allowed. 

The exhibit is supplemented by 
prints, etchings and lithographs 
made by the same artists. Most 
of these were lent to the museum 
from the collection of a St. Louis- 
an, Horace M. Swope. The entire 
show, it should be added, is a con- 
clusion of the history of French 
painting, begun with an earlier 
show assembled by Rogers which 
contained the work of artists from 
1800 up to and including the Im- 


pressionists.

HEAD OF NOTRE DAME 
FULOGES ROCKNE 


In Sermon He Says Coach Was 
a “‘Go-Giver” in Age of 
**Go-Getters.”’ 


By the associated Press. * 
SOUTH BEND, Ind,, April 4.— 
Knute Rockne was eulogized as a 
man who will dwell in the heart 
and memories of humans as a per- 
sonification of romance, love and 
chivalry by the Rev. Charles L. 
‘O’Donnell, president of Notre Dame 
University at the famous coach’s 
funeral services today. 
“In an age that has stamped it- 
self as the era of the ‘go getter,’ 
a horrible, ruthless thing—he was 
a go-giver,’’ Father O’Donnell said. 
“He- made use of all the proper 
machinery and _ the legitimate 
methods of modern activity to be 
not essentially modern at all; to be 
quite elementary, human, Christian 
giving himself, spending himself 


like water, not for himself, for 
others. 

Father O’Donnell in his sermon, 
said in part: 


“Was he perhaps a martyr who 
died for the same great cause, a 
patriot who laid down his life for 
his country, a statesman, a soldier, 
an Admiral of the fleet, some héav- 
en-born artist, an inventor, a cap- 
tain of industry or finance? No, he 
was Knute Rockne, director of ath- 
letics and football coach of Notre 
Dame. He was a man of the peo- 
ple. A husband and father, a citi- 
zen of South Bend, Ind., yet, had 
he been any one of these person- 
ages that have been mentioned, 
the tributes of admiration and af- 
fection which he had received could 
not be more universal or more 
sincere.. 

“How is this fact to be account- 
ed for? What was the secret of 
his irresistible appeal to all sorts 
and conditions of men? Who shall 
pluck the heart of his mystery and 
lay bare the inner source of the 
power he had? When we say sim- 
ply, he was a great American, we 
shall go far towards satisfying 
many, for all of us recognize and 
love the attributes of the _ true 
American character. When we say 
that he was an inspirer of young 
‘men in the direction of high ideals 
that were conspicuously exempli- 
fied in his own life, we have cov- 
ered much that unquestionably was 
true of him.” 

“Once again, In his case, most 
illustriously is verified the Chris- 
tian paradox—he has cast away to 
keep, he has lost his life to find it. 
This is not death but immortality.” 


JAPAN'S PREMIER OPERATED ON; 
SYCCESS, SURGEONS REPORT 


Old “Warrior for Peace,” as Re- 
sult of Assassin’s Bullet.

TOKIO, April 56 (Sunday)—The 
Japanese nation waited anxiously 
today, for further word concerning 
the condition of: Premier Yuko 
Hamaguchi operated on shortly 
after’ midnight. 

Only the terse statement the 
“operation was successful’’ came 
from the surgeons to a people fear- 
ful of the outcome, although an of- 
ficial bulletin before the operation 
said it was not serious and th? 
‘Premier should be able to leave 
the hospital in about a fortnight. 

There were some who thought 
the vitality of the 61-year-old 
“warrior for peace” might have 
been sapped by nearly five months 
of illness following the firing of a 
bullet into hig abdomen Nov. 14 
by a young Japanese with mind 
deranged by opposition to the 
Hamaguchi Government’s accept- 
ance of the London naval treaty. 

Struck down at a railroad sta- 
tion by a shot fired by Tomeo Sa- 
goya, the Premier was near death 
for several days. Stoically, how- 
ever, the man who rose from 
obscurity to direction of his coun- 
try’s affairs bore the pain of re- 
moval of a portion of. pierced in- 
testine while the missile remained 
in his left thigh. 

Hamaguchi seemed to win his 
fight toward health and March 10 
he reassumed the reins of Govern- 
ment, taking upon himself again 
the burden of withstanding a bel- 
ligerent opposition—a task borne 
by Foreign Minister Shidehara since 


the Premier was shot.

BROTHERS SAYS HE 
WILL SEEK NEW TRA 


St. Louisan Convicted of Lingle 
Murder Insists He Is Vic- 
tim of Frameyp.

CHICAGO, April4.—Leo  V. 
Frothers, afound guilty yesterday 
of killing Alfred J. Lingle, Tribune 
reporter, todav expressed resent- 
ment at the 14-year prison sentence 
imposed on him. At the same time 
he and his mother announced they 
would seek a new trial, 

Brothers, whose strong © nerves 
remained unshattered throughout 
the trial, showed his emotions in a 


conversation with newspaper men. 
His arrest and conviction resulted 
from a “gigantic frameup,” he de- 
clared. He uttered. imprecations 
against. the “board of strategy,” 
which followed the Lingle case 
through to his latest development. 

“I’m going to fight for a new 
trial,”” Brothers said. “But it’s like 
butting your head against a stene 
wall. I have no money, and my 
friends have no money. I’m sen- 
tenced to 14 years for something 
I didn’t do.” 

Brothers ‘disclosed today where 
he was on the night of June 9, the 
day of the Lingle murder. 

“On the night of June 9,’* he 
said, “I attended a masquerady 
party at my hotel. I was never 
hiding. My room in the hotel was 
facing the street, on the § first 
floor. I visited my father’s barber 
shop many times. If I had want- 
ed to hide I would not have picked 
an outside room.” 

The alleged assassin clenched 
his fists and pounded on an iron 
table as he talked. “I’ve no more 
reason to be in here than the man 
in the moon,” he. asserted. “I 
ought to be outside there, out in 
the bright sunshine.” 

Turning to consider the “board 
of strategy,” he declared the au- 
thorities could not wring any sort 
of a confession from him while 
he was held incommunicado after 
his arrest. ‘“‘They even chained me 
up to a door and left me hanging 
there for hours, and then I didn’t 
talk,’’ Brothers asserted.

CHINESE HERE ON TOUR 
OF AMERICAN PRISONS 


Nee Wong Jr. Contrasts Them 
With Harsher Oriental Sys- 
tem—He Will Write Book. 


American prisons are “too much 
like Paradise,” Nee Wong Jr., 80m 
of the governor of prisons in four 


of China's most populous prov- 
inces, said in an interview yester- 
day. Wong is making a tour of 
prisons of the world, and was in 
St. Louis to inspect local police and 
prison facilities. 

Should he succeed to his father's 
hereditary position—and the choice 
lies only between him and an el- 
der brother—he would assuredly 
not build Chinese prisons like thoss 
at Stateville, Ill., or Sing Sing or 
San Quentin, Wong said. 

“There will be no extra blankets 
or soft pillows,” he explained. “For 
very good Chinese, people who are 
hard-working, maybe a block of 
wood to rest the head on, but no 
mattresses or nice beds.’’ 

Wong described penal conditions 
in the 14 prisons under his father's 
supervision, whére most of 34,00v 
convicts are serving short sen- 
tences for petty thievery, where 
there are no appeals and no pa- 
roles, and where only the smug- 
gling of opium and certain gocial 
crimes are punished by a life sen- 
tence. For murder, even to th: 
degree of manslaughter, the pen- 
alty is death. 

‘If I hit you and your hea: 
strikes the sidewalk and you ar-« 
killed,” Wong explained, in fluent 
English, “it would not be the side- 
walk’s fault that you were killed. 
It would be my fault, and I should 
suffer. 

“We have no bank failures be- 
cause when the bank fails we be- 
head the president and directors. 
Here you deposit your money and 
get no bond that it will be protect- 
ed. There-the officers give their 
heads as a bond.” 

Wong left last night for New 
York City, but will revisit St. Louis 
on his way back to the Pacific 
Coast. His wife, who was former- 
ly Miss Dorothy Sanson, has rela- 
tives living here.

should be governed in the recep- 
tion of evidence by the rules ap- 
plicable to courts of law, disregard- 
ing mere rumors, hearsay, or evi- 
dence unworthy of belief, or that 
which has no probative force: and 
that we should receive and construe 
all evidence that may throw light 
upon the guilt or innocence of any 
person accused before us, but be- 
fore determining that an indict- 
ment should be found, we should 
be convinced that the accused is 
guilty. As the Court has charged 
us, we ought not to find an indict- 
ment unless fairly satisfied that the 
evidence before us, unexplained 
and uncontradicted, would justify 
conviction by a petit jury, and that 
no indictments should be found 
where there is wanting an essential 
link in the proof of the charge. 
This is especially true since all in- 
dictments returned by us and our 
reports filed in court become pub- 
lic records and are subject to gen- 
eral comment and it would be 
wrong for persons in the positions 
which we now occupy to permit 
zeal to carry them beyond their 
legitimate province and place the 
stigma of indictment upon any one 
who, in the light of the evidence 


to be guilty of any violation of 
both the letter and spirit of the 
law.

That Is the Reason for Move to 
Get $75,000,000 Trade 
Credit-in Berlin. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, April 4.—The Soviet 


commission which will leave here 
after Easter under the leadership 
of George Piatakov for Berlin. to 
sign the final agreement for 4a 
$75,000,000 trade credit for 1931 is 
seen here as one of the first steps 
by the Russian Government to 
break what it thinks is an econom- 
ic blockade plot. It is also a move 
to obtain finances which are much 
needed for the completion of the 
five-year plan. 

In Soviet government cireles 
American anti-Soviet moves are 
generally credited as the reason for 


curtailing purchases from .- the 
United States. Foreign observers. 
however, believe that the real rea- 
son is that -it is no longer possible 
to get sufficient credit from Amer- 
The Soviet govern- 
ment heretofore has been able to 
obtain only short term credits in 


the United States and ‘Americans 
seem to view unfavorably any 
broadening of credit terms. The 
present skeleton in -the Soviet 
closet is fear of an economic Euro- 
pean blockade and subsequent mili- 
tary intervention. For this reason 
gcVernment officials think that if 
increased business is given to Ger- 
many, Italy and England on very 
favorable credit terms it will es- 
tablish friendly relations between 
financiers in these countries and 
Russia. | 
_ This, it is believed, would at least 
delay serious interference with the 
Russian program and -permit the 
Soviet government to achieve ecv- 
nomic independence for which jt 
is fighting. | 

Piatakov is at present one of the 
most important members of the 
Supreme Economic Council and 
is considered among the ablest of 
the Russian financial experts. 


Germany Looks for Enormous Or- 

ders as Result of. Negotiations. 
By the Associated Press, . : 

BERLIN, April 4.—Orders from 
the Soviet Government, probably 
totaling $75,000,000; are expected 
to result from negotiations which 
will begin here shortly after Easter 
between a Soviet trade delegation 
and representatives’ of -verious 
German industries.

Cermak claimed the support of 


united Democracy and divided Re- 
publicanism. He has the avowed 
‘support of such normally Repub- 
lican civic leaders as Julius Ros- 
enwald, Silas Strawn and Frank 
J. Loesch. 

Mayor Thompson, fighting his 
last great fight—he has declared 
that win or lose, he will never 
again ask the electorate for pub- 
lic office—laid claim today to the 
backing of Bernard W. Snow, coun- 
ty Republican chairman, George P. 
Harding, Charles V. Barrett, his 
old allies, who have not openly 
espoused his cause in this final 
campaign. 

From “Big Bill” came one of his 
few statements on the campaign, a 
parting shot: “The election of Cer- 
mak would impose on Chicago and 
Illinois a dictatorship more auto- 
cratic and dangerous’ than any- 
thing in the history of politics.” 

He borrowed argument from the 
balance sheet published by the 
Better Government Association, a 
county-wide non-partisan 
which suggested the vesting of 
mayoral power in Cermak would 
focus: control of the Democratic 
organization, the Cook County, 
Commission and the City Hall in 
one man, thus threatening the or- 
ganization of a Chicago “Tam- 
many.”

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SPEED OF ELECTRONS 


Du Mond Finds Some 
Move at Rate of 90,000 
Miles a Second.

By the Associated Press. 

PASADENA, Cal. April 
Physicists here attach high im- 
portance to the work of Dr. Jesse 
W. M. du Mond, research fellqw 
of the California Institute of Tech- 
nology, in photographing the mad 
dance of the electron. One of the 
most valuable results, aside from 
the direct proof that the atom is 
dynamic and there is motion in 
solids, is the measurement of the 
speed of the electrons. 

The rate of speed of free eclec- 
trons, which move in random di- 
rection in the inter-atomic spaces, 
has been measured at approximate- 
ly 1800 miles a second, compared 
with observed motion of the bound 
electron out. The Du Mond process, 
fixed orbits in the atoms, of about 
90,000 miles a second. 

Bombarded With X-Rays. 

The difficulty hitherto experi- 
enced by physicists in going inside 
@ substance to measure electronic 
activity has been that previous ex- 
perimental processes have let the 
election out. The Du Mond process, 
a spectroscopic one with a 50- 
crystal reflector, merely bombards 
the electrons with X-rays, keeping 
them in, but measuring the spec- 
trum of the scattered ray that 
bounces off the electrons.

Conflict Between 
Heat and Water in 
~ Every Auto Engine 


A conflict of fire and water is 
waged under the hood of every au- 
tomobile that rolls along the high- 
ways. It is the fight of the cooling 
system against the heat generated 


by the continuous gasoline vapor 
explosions in the cylinders—thou- 
sands of them each minute. With 
the coming of warmer weather it 


is important that automobiles have’ 


adequate and properly designed 
cooling systems. 

Up to a certain point heat is a 
help to good engine operation; be- 
yond that point it becomes a men- 
ace. Not only must the engine 
temperature be held below a cer- 
tain point, but it must also be uni- 
formly distributed. Excessive heat 
at an important spot in the en- 
gine spells trouble—with loss of 
fuel ecoomy, hard starting, poor 
performiance at low speeds and 
warped valves likely to result. 

It is for this reason that the 
cooling system of the 1931 Oldsmo- 
bile has been property designed to 
give a generous factor of safety. 
Water, cooled by passing through 
the radiator, is pumped into-a wa- 
ter manifol4 extending along the 
left side of the engine. This man- 
ifold has ports opening between 
cylinders, and part of the water 
passes through these ports on its 
travel to the end of the manifold. 
In this way cold water is brought 
back to the rear cylinders with the 
result that the rear of the engine is 
cooled to the same temperature as 
the front. In conventional’ prac- 
tice, the engineers explain, the wa- 
ter is sent direct to the engine pas- 
sages and becomes hesteq@ before 
it reaches the rear cylinders.

“From my observation I believe a majority 
of our Judges are honest men, although it can- 
not be doubted that conditions are’pretty bad in 
the magistrates’ courts. Virtually all the court 
clerks are henchmen of the district leaders, and 
they exert a bad influence. Chief Magistrate 
Joseph Corrigan, an able and sincere man, has 
sought to remedy this condition by transferring 
clerks at frequent intervals, but his efforts have 
been frustrated. The Judges of our higher 
courts, on the whole, are honest and able, but 
there are some corrupt men on the bench sn 
Manhattan arid Brooklyn. I am _ particularly

WHO CAUSED CAPITALISM’S EVILS? 

Standing amid the debris of the economic storm 
which is shaking our industrial amd economic struc 
ture, Daniel Willard, president of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroai, gave the faculty and students of 
Wharton School a gigantic task. He urged them to 
devote their talents and energies to devising reme- 
dies for the failures and faults of the capitalistic sys- 
tem. 

In his address to the school, which was published 
in part in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, Mr. Willard 
spoke with unusual frankness about the conditions 
which show that the working of our system of busi- 
ness is extremely unsatisfactory in certain respects. 


One is employment. He said: 

A system—call it what you will—under which 
it is possible for five or six millions of willing 
and able-bodied men to be out of werk and un- 
able to secure work for months at a time, and 
with no other source of income, cannot be sajd to 
be perfect or even satisfactory; on the contrary, 
it can be said to have failed in at least one very 
important detail. 

Then, calling attention to the vast resources of the 
United States, the richest country in the world, both 
in natural and human resources, he referred to an- 
other failure akin to the first, in the following para- 


graph: - 

We have a productive capacity in our mills and 
factories far beyond our own domestic require- 
ments, and at the same time, and with all this 
surplus of wealth and resources, we have mil- 
lions, so it is said, in cire need of food and cloth- 
ing—in short, more of everything to eat and wear 
than we can possibly use, and at the same time 
millions of human beings hungry and cold. That 
is another problem, although closely related to 
the first, and the two problems together—unem- 
ployment and the distribution of resources—bring 
into question the very foundations of that po- 
litical and economic system which the founder 
of this institution believed in and desired to 


perpetuate. 

He asked the faculty and students to wrestle with 
the hard job of finding a remedy for these faults. 
Who has caused them? Who but the capitalists them- 
selves? They have wrought the damage to the cap- 
italistic system, which has been excessively profit- 
able #0 most of them, and which Mr. Willard thinks 
is the best that has yet been devised, and needs only 


to have the glaring faults remedied te work to the 
advantage of all the people under it. The capitalists 
have undermined the structure under which they 
have been enriched beyond the dreams of avarice. 
They have controlled the economic system, and 
through that the political system as well. 

Take the interest that Mr. Willard himself repre- 
sents. The railroads, from the beginning, in the hands 
of unscrupulous speculators and buccaneers, plun- 
dered everyone they could reach, including their own 
bondholders and stockholders. They were the pets 
of Government; and the master capitalists, through

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IS JUSTICE TO BE DEFEATED? 

The report of the February Grand Jury, in which 
it expresses fear that to indict any of the principals 
in the Grand National Bank scandal would only be 
to stigmatize them without hope of conviction, is a 
disappointment. 

The Grand Jury spent weeks upon the inquiry. 
It examined all the persons directly connected with 
the recovery of the loot, as well as others having 
only extraneous connections with it. -Its conclusion 
that the evidence is insufficient for conviction of 
anybody will induce a disquieting fear that justice is 
beaten. The Grand Jury is the only machinery set | 
up by law for such investigations. If it cannot get 
to the bottom of such a public scandal, there is no 
‘chance that any other arm or agency of justice can 
do so. 

Yet a crime of such a flagrant sort was committed 
that to punish nobody for it would be to stigmatize 
justice herself. The February Grand Jury expresses 
the hope that the April Grand Jury will get to the 
bottom of the story, a hope which society can share 
with no more than faint heart. The police, the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office, and now the Grand Jury, have 
all worked upon the case without having secured 
enough evidence to convict anybody. There are 
tawyers whose citations of law convince them that 
the crime of ‘compounding a felony was committed 
in connection with the recovery of the bonds, but 
apparently neither the Circuit Attorney nor the 
Grand Jury has been convinced of this. 

So, unless the April Grand Jury can dig up evi- 
dence not available to its predecessor, justice loses. 
The thieves’ market will be open for business, the 
scalawag lawyer will come and go between the under- 
world and the world of law, and we shall have such 
a carnival of outlawry that the people must at last 
rise in their own defense, as they are doing in 
Chicago and New York. 

The Post-Dispatch refuses to believe that St. Louis 
can be brought to such a pass. Nobody doubts that 
the bank was robbed, or that the loot was returned 
for a price. Nor does anybody doubt that in re- 
covering the bonds some of the intermedfaries traf- 
ficked with thiever. Nor does anybody doubt the 
peril to society of permitting such a crime to go 
unwhipped of justice. 

If the April Grand Jury, either because its own 
machinery is deficient or legal barriers are insuper- 
able, is also to confess futility, the gulf between 
crime apd business will have been bridged by law, 
and the most infamous structure ever reared in a 
civilized community will be open for traffic.

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DEGRADATION OF THE LEGAL PROFESSION. | 

A St. Louis lawyer recently remarked that it is im- | 
| possible for him to walk on the street, board a street | 
car or attend a dinner party without hearing his pro- 
feasion roundly denounced. The dignity which once 
did hedge the law has been broken down by its. 
unscrupulous practitioners until the time has come 
when the whole profession is on the defensive. That 
is the inevitable result when lawyers act as fences 
for thieves, when they block every effort to reform 
criminal procedure, when they extract extortionate 
fees and when, in short, they subordinate public in- 
terest and the honor of their profession to private 
and selfish considerations. 

It becomes pertinent to contrast this behavior of 
lawyers with the canons of ethics which supposedly 
govern their conduct. Canon 29 of the American Bar 
Association's ethical code reads as follows: 

Lawyers should expose without fear or favor, 
before the proper tribunals, corrupt or dishonest 
conduct tn the profession. . . . He (the lawyer) 
should strive at all times to uphold the honor 
and to maintain the dignity of the profession, 
and to improve not only the law but the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

Canon 39 defines the lawyer’s duty in the following 
terms: 

. . « Nor should any lawyer render any service 
or advice involving disloyalty to the law whose 
ministers we are, or disrespect of the judicial 
office which we are bound to uphold, or corrup- 
tion of any person or persons exercising a public 
office or private trust, or deception or betrayal of 
the public. When rendering any such improper 
service or advice a lawyer invites and creates 
stern and just condemnation. Correspondingly, 
he advances the honor of his profession and the 
best interests of his client when he renders serv- 
ice or gives advice tending to impress upon the 
client and his undertaking exact compliance with 
the strictest principles of moral law. . . . But 
above all, a lawyer will find his highest honor 
in a deserved reputation for fidelity to private 
trust and to public duty as an honest man and 
as a patriotic, loyal citizen. 

This lofty conception of a lawyer's duty to him- 
self, his client and the public is more honored in 
the breach than in the observance. For years the 
State of Missouri has been balked in all its efforts 
to reform our code of criminal procedure, under 
whose technicalities criminals escape justice and 
make a mockery of the courts. The ringleaders in 
this obstruction of progress are lawyers who earn 
their livings by aiding murderers and thieves to gain 
immunity for their crimes. Yet Canon 29 says law- 
yers should strive at all times to improve the law and 
the administration of fustice.

Depression, being world-wide, can be solved only by international effort; nations seek- 
ing own cures, oblivious to interest of neighbors, have all too narrow an outlook; 
worid conferences on business topics now under way, but 1932 peace parley over- 
shadows all in importance; both political and economic unity urgently needed.

ly. The economic consequences of the 
catastrophe of the World War have led ev- 
erywhere to an aftermath ‘of instability. de- 
pression and maladjustment. Various theo- 
ries have been advanced in an effort to ex- 
Plain the economic phenomena we have 
been watching, or rather enduring, since the 
end of 1929. The fact universally recog- 
nized is, however, that our economic ma- 
chinery is in disorder the world over be- 
cause something is wrong with the present 
‘correlation between production and con- 
sumption. 

Though it was soon obvious that depres- 
sion was not limited to any particular coun- 
try, but was worid-wide and intercontinen- 
tal, the various Governments and peoples 
in the first instance hoped to cure the ill- 
ness, notwithstanding its international 
symptoms, by applying national remedies. 
Nobody could blame them for that, as pol- 
icy and economics have for centuries been 
looked at primarily from a national angle. 

However, policy will ultimately lead to 
@ better organization of the worid only if 
it is based on a synthesis of national aims 
and international necessities. Economics 
likewise will be restored to normalcy and 
kept in balance only if we realize that be- 
sides national aspects they are naturally 
linked by international ties. It is obvious 
that some countries suffer more than oth- 
ers, some depend more than others on their 
foreign trade, some nations have more éapi- 
tal in stock than others. 


Tan world is suffering. It is suffering in- 


Under the leadership of Chancellor Bruen- 
ing, the’German Government has courage- 
ously faced the problems which confront 
us in Germany. Our Government is endeav- 
Oring, and with success, to reduce all ex- 
penses in order to avoid further deficits in 
the budget. Industry and labor are also 
trying, through the lowering of prices and 
wages, to prevent the increasing discrepan- 
cy between high costs of production and di- 
minishing power of purchase. You will, 
however, understand how heavily a country 
like Germany, with a population half the 
size of yours on a territory 17 times smalier 
than yours, must be affected by almost 5,- 
600,600 unemployed, an agricultural crisis, 
a shortage of capital and the necessity of 
fulfilling the reparations obligations by 
means of internal revenues #nd exports. 

As Dr. Curtius said recently in the 
Reichstag, we shall continue in our efforts 
to fullfill our national obligations regularly 
and punctually. ft should. however, be re- 
membered that no magic wand exists in any 
country which could conjure the return of 
economic equilibrium in the world. Ulti- 
mately our welfare, the future of our po- 
litical and economic civilization, depend 
upon the conscientious co-operation of all 
the nations. 

At first we consoled ourselves with the 
hepe that in the normal trend of the busi- 
ness cycle better conditions would finally 
return. Since then the conception has 
gained ground that lecal and national rem- 
edies are futile. Leading economists in al! 
countries have pointed out the necessity of

getting to work to study the common prob- 
lems “in terms of a larger economic com- 
munity."" A number of European Govern- 
ments have already decided to submit the 
problems of economic readjustment to in- 
ternational conferences. May I refer to the 
wheat conference, which recently took place 
in Paris and which will be followed by sim- 
ilar conferences at Rome and Bucharest, 
as well as to the forthcoming meeting of the 
economic conference at Geneva? 

The development of internationa] solidar- 
ity and responsiDility in the political field is 
just as important as those practical steps 
toward closer co-operation in the economic 
field. Peace is indeed not merely a state 
of absence of war,-it calls for even more 
dynamic forces than a state of war. Is the 
human brain fit only to Organize war and 
will it not realize that something must be 
done to prevent the cycies of political crises 
from repeating themselves just as we are 
trying to prevent the recurrence of eco- 
nomic breakdowns? 

* . 

Convocation of the world disarmament 
conference for the beginning of next year is 
expected with great hopes. It certainly 
covers a field which is vast and complicat- 
ed, but at the same time it includes the 
possibility of freeing the world from a tre- 
mendous economic burden. If the conse- 
quences of economic overproduction have 
led to economic depression, the overpro- 
duction of arms could certainly not fail to 
result in a political depression of no minor 
importance. The year 1931, which began 
under a cloudy sky, will perhaps end 
with a more promising outlook. This is not 
only dependent upon actions of Govern- 
ments, but just as much and perhaps even 
more so on public opinion. Public opinion 
should not limit itself to the inactive func- 
tion of registering events, but should use its 
power and influence toward consolidating 
peace. This is and should be the aim of 
modern diplomacy. 

Mankind, which is so powerless against 
the elements, seems equally powerless when 
confronted by sudden economic and political 
crises. But let us beware of despair and 
dejection. Let us all eo-operate in trying 
to make common sense the guiding principle 
of our aims. Some results have been ob- 
tained along this line between our two 
peoples. The fact that our two Republics 
have identical ideals of political independ- 
ence and national freedom has helped great- 
ly to further the re-establishment of frien 
ly relations between Germany and the Unit- 
ed States. They have a great many other 
things in common in the field of education, 
business and science. But above all, they 
are both earnestly desirous that mankin 
should learn the lesson of the past 
base its future not on rivalry and 
but on mutual understanding and good will. 
Such were the thoughts expressed by Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg when he said in his

In the face of this tempest May- 
wise- 
cracked, sat tight and was over- 
whelmingly re-elected, receiving 
867,000 votes. La Guardia, knifed 
by the Republican bosses, got oaly 
567,000, while 175.000 were cast for 
Thomas. The organization, having 
delivered in the good old-fash- 
ioned way, settled down to enjoy 
four more yeara of peace and plen- 
ty—at which precise juncture the 
storm began breaking in earnest. 

In the month following the elec- 
tion City Magistrate Albert H. Vi- 
tale was the guest of honor at a 
testimonial banquet attended by 
one of the choicest gangs of hood- 
lums and ex-convicts ever assem- 
bled outside of a jail: The happy 
occasion was unmpleasantly inter- 
rupted by intruders who held up 
the entire gathering, relieving the 
guests first of their pistols and 
then of their money. When news 
of the incident leaked out the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme 
Court ordered an inquiry, at which 
His Honor, Magistrate Vitale, ac- 
knowledged receipt of a $19,00¢ 
loan from the late Rothstein. He 
was removed. 


Enter Federal Investigators. 

Thomas, a polished author and 
scholar whose brand of Socialism 
had not alienated the support of 
many eminent non-Socialist New 
Yorkers, pursued his crusade 
against corruption after the May- 
oralty election. He was joined by 
the Rev. John Haynes Holmes, 
noted liberal clergyman; Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise and a number of 
prominent laymen who organized 
the City Affairs Committee to fight 
for municipal reform. The Vitale 
episode galvanized public atten- 
tion, and brought to the crusaders 
a powerful recruit, United States 
District Attorney Charles H. Tut- 
tle. 

Under the continuing pressure of 
the panic and the prodding of Tut- 
tle, County Judge Bernard Vause 
of Brooklyn was exposed as a di- 
rector in a swindling finance cor- 
poration. Indicted in the Federal 
Court for using th mails to de- 
fraud, he resigned his judicial po- 
sition, and subsequently was con- 
victed and sentenced to six years’ 
imprisonment. The case is on ap- 
peal. During the inquiry, however, 
Tuttle learned that Judge Vause 
had received $253,000 from a large 
steamship company when it was 
seeking leases on three city piers. 
A large part of the sum had passed 
from Vause’s bank account, but its 
destination was n#&t ascertained. 


Money and Judgeships. 

Soon afterward Tuttle, while in- 
vestizgating a company which had 
sold worthless mining stock, discov- 
ered that its list of directors in- 
F. 
Ewald of Manhattan, and Martin 
J. Healy, a Tammany district lead- 
er and city job holder. Inquiring 
further into this interesting coin- 
cidence, Tuttle found that Mrs. 
Ewald had raised $10,000 and sent 
it to Healy by a petty Tammany 
heeler just before her husband’s 
appointment to the bench. 

Since there is no Federal statute 
against the purchase of New York 
City judgeships, Tuttle turned the 
evidence over to Thomas C._ T. 
Crain, District Attorney of Manhat- 
tan. Crain, an elderly and inof- 
fensive gentleman, had been placed 
on the ticket by Tammany in 1929 
on the sound hypothesis that he 


cent was in foreign countries. It 
had markets in eyery important 
country except Russia. Socony in 
1929 had 82 per cent of its sales 
in the United States. It sold gaso- 
line in 31 states, but was a minor 
factor in 16 of these states, includ- 
ing Missouri. It had three subsi- 
diaries, the Magnolia Petroleum Co., 
General Petroleum Co. and White 
Eagle Oil Corporation. 
Little Competition Abroad. 

As to competition between the 
two companies, it was stated that 
they competed in gasoline sales in 
Western and Central New York, 
and competed in lubricants in New 
York and New England. In the 
foreign field they have little com- 
petition with each other. 

The merger, it is stated, will not 
result in doing away with compe- 
tition in the area where they now 
compete, as that is the area where 
Socony meets the keenest compe- 
tition from other companies. The 
principal effect on competition, it 
is declared, will be that the merged 
company will become an added 
competitor in states and localities 
where neither Socony nor Vacuum 
is how substantially established. 
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would constitute a maximum of

Another bankruptcy case pro- 
duced by the depression put Tuttle 
in possession of records disclosing 
that William F. Doyle, formerly a 
horse doctor for the fire depart- 
ment, had received something like 
$1,000,000 in three years for ap- 
pearing before the City Board of 
Standards and Appeals in behalf of 
property owners desiring exemp- 
tions to city zoning restrictions. 
Doyle, who was not a lawyer, ad- 
mitted he had been splitting , his 
fees, but refused to say with whom. 
Tuttle indicted William E. Walsh, 
chairman of the board, on a charge 
of income tax evasion, and virtual- 
ly forced Crain to indict him on a 
charge of accepting a gratuity. 


case and never has been tried on 
the Federal .indictment. 

The other members of the board, 
appointed by Mayor Walker, have 
retained their jobs, although all 
actions of the board are by ma- 
yjority vote. Doyle was indicted and 
tried for income tax evasion, but 
the jury disagreed and the case 
has not been brought to trial again. 

At the height of these distressing 
events Justice Joseph Force Crater 
of the Supreme Court took $5000 
from his bank account, destroyed a 
number of personal papers, and 
vanished. So far as the public 
knows, nothing has been heard of 
him since, although subsequent in- 
vestigation suggested possible mo- 
tives for his voluntary disappear- 
ance. 


One Court Unimpeachable. 

The Supreme Court of New York 
is not what its name implies. There 
are 60 Supreme Court Justices in 
New York City. Nevertheless, it is 
a high state court, being outranked 
only by its own appellate division 
and by the Court cf Appeals, which 
corresponds to the supreme courts 
of other states. Supreme Court 
Justices are elected for 14-year 
terms, and the salary is $25,000 a 
year. Those promoted to the ap- 
pellate division by the Governor re- 
ceive $27,500 a year. 

It is interesting to note that the 
salary of the Chief Justice of ths 
United States is $20,500 a year, and 
that of the Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court $20,000. New York 
judgeships of all ranks are notable 
for high salaries and long terms. 

At few periods in history has 
Tammany been open to the accu- 
sation of degrading the higher 


courts. It has taken especial pride 
in this tradition. Benjamin N. 
'Cardozo, presiding Judge of the 


Court of Appeals, who is widely 
regarded as the equal of Justices 
Holmes and Brandeis $m judicial 
brilllance and liberalism, has al- 
ways received Tammany’s indorse- 
ment. Let me hasten to add that 
even now no breath of suspicion 
reaches that tribunal. The Social- 
ist, Norman Thomas, pronounces it 
“the noblest court of justice in 
America.” 

But below that bench unanimity 
ends. One Tammany district lead- 
er is publicly quoted as boasting 
that he has placed three men on 
the Supreme Court in recent years. 
Instances are reported of lawyers 
offering huge campaign contribu- 
tions for judicial nominations, and 
some Judges are under suspicion 
of obtaining their nominations that 
way. | 

However, to resume the thread 
of this narrative, District Attorney 
Crain’s failure to get indictments 
in the Healy-Ewald matter pro- 
voked so much clamor that Gov. 
Roosevelt named Hiram C. Todd, 
a Republican, to conduct a special 
grand jury investigation. It re- 
sulted in the tndictment of Ewald, 
Healy and the political heeler, but 
after two juries disagreed the cases 
were dismissed. 


The Seabury Investigation. 

The special grand jury proposed 
to launch a general investigation 
of judgeship-buying in Manhattan, 
whereupon Gov. Roosevelt in- 
structed it to confine itself to the 
Ewald-Healy case. Thus a polit- 
ical issue was made. Tuttle was 
nominated for Governor by the 
Republicans, and made his cam- 
paign largely on that issue. Con- 
ditions not peculiar to New York 
made 1930 a bad year for Repub- 
lican candidates generally, and 
Gov. Roosevelt snowed Tuttle un- 
der by a majority of 750,000. More- 
over, the Governor came clean on 
the judgeship issue by requesting 
the appellate division to conduct 
a general inquiry into conditions in 
the magistrates’ courts in Manhat- 
.tan and the Bronx. 

A new and powerful character 
was thrust into the drama when 
the. appellate division selected 
former Supreme Justice Samuel 
Seabury to make the investigation. 
Seabury is a liberal aristocrat and 
a confirmed anti-Tammany Demo- 
crat. 
he ran for Governor on the Demo- 
cratic ticket in 1916. He is a thor- 
ough, deliberate, tenacious man, 
who bides his time and strikes 
with a heavy hand. 

To assist him he chose Isidor 
Kresel, a keen little lawyer with 
the inquisitive instincts of a ferret. 
Seabury and Kresel tore things 
wide open. The inquiry disclosed 
shocking conditions in several mag- 
istrates’ courts. It was ascertained 
that for years members of the po- 
lice vice squad, assisted by male 
characters of the underworld, had 
practiced extortion by framing in- 
nocent women on vice charges. 
Dismissals and indictments followed 
quickly. “

which had preceded it. 

The City Club, a liberal New 
York institution which is not, how- 
ever, to be confused with the City 
Affairs Committee, filed charges 
with Gov. Roosevelt asking for the 
removal of District Attorney Crain 
on grounds of inefficiency and in- 
competence. ni 

The Governor appointed Seabury 
as his commissioner to investigate 
the charges and report. 

Meantime, the Bank of United 
States with its grandiloquent title 
and its 400,000 depositors, had 
crashed. It had been lending 
money to its owns officers and to 
various politicians on little or no 
security, and had engaged in a 
dizzy series of speculations through 
subsidiary corporations. Kresel was 
chief counsel of the bank and a 
director. It was Tammany’s turn 
to strike back.. 

Max Steuer, brilliant and ruth- 
less criminal lawyer, long a friend 
of Tammany, was named special 
prosecutor by District Attorney 
Crain. Steuer, who had nursed a 
grudge against Kresel for 20 years, 
promptly indicted him, together 
with several other officers of the 
bank. Kresel suffered a nervous 
breakdown, and New York, which 
had been hailing him as a worthy 
successor of Hughes and Whitman, 
suffered a nervous shock. It 
seemed that Seabury, with two in- 
vestigations on his hands might 
be fatally handicapped by the loss 
of his chief inquisitor, but this im- 
pression was dispelled. With char- 
acteristic thoroughness, he had 
built up a substantial staff, and his 
work went on. 


Waiting the Mayor's Return. 


For months there had been pend- 
ing in the New York Legislature a 
resolution providing for a drastic 
investigation of affairs in New 
York City. Despite the pounding 
of W. Kingsland Macy, Republican 
State chairman, its passage had 
been blocked by the unexplained 
opposition of two Republican Sena- 
tors from Westchester County, 
which is near New York City. 

A few days after Gov. Roosevelt 
received the charges against Crain 
and had directed Commissioner Sea- 
bury to investigate them, similar 
charges of a more direct and de- 
tailed character were filed against 
Mayor Walker by the City Affairs 
Committee. Instead of repeating 
the procedure he had followed in 
the Crain case, the Governor re- 
ferred the charges to the Mayor 
himself, requesting an answer. 
Jimmy, sunning himself in Califor- 
|nia, declined to curtail his vacation, 
but announced he would reply on 
his return to New York. That was 
two weeks ago, and he started back 
Wednesday. 

However, immediately after the 
charges were filed, the mysterious 
opposittion of the Westchester Sen- 
ators was quite as mysteriously 
withdrawn, and the Legislature 
voted a drastic and sweeping in- 
vestigation. Republican leaders an- 
nounced that the investigating 
committee would retain Seabury to 
conduct the inquiry, and would give 
him a free hand. Seabury made 
known his willingness to undertake 
this third job, since he is about 
ready to wind up the magistrates’ 
inquiry and since the investigation 
of Crain will be brief. 


Politicians on Defensive. 


For the first time in nearly 20 
years Tammany now found its back 
to the wall. The mayor was per- 
emptorily instruced by telegraph 
to stop wisecracking’ about the sit- 
uation before newspaper  corre- 
spondents. 

The organization began marshall- 
ing its best legal talent, of which 
it can command a brilliant supply, 
to prepare a defense for the mayor. 
A subdued Jimmy told reporters: 
“There will be no more playboy 
stuff when I get home. Here- 
after 10 o’clock will be bedtime in 
the Walker hotisehold.” 

Moreover, his colleagues in New 
York suddenly remembered that’ 
the city administration had an 
investigation of its own pending. 
It was recalled that Commissioner 
of Accounts Higgins had been di- 
rected by the Mayor several 
months ago to make a survey of 
conditions in the departments. Hig- 
gins, who had never made a re- 
port, now became furiously active, 
and as the result of his activity 
Charles Brady, Superintendent of 
Buildings, resigned and his chief 
inspector, Rollin C. Bastress, was 
indicted on the charge of accept- 
ing a-$1500 bribe. 

Reporters, skeptical over this 
sudden exhibition of virtue in the 
administration, discovered that 
Brady was an “Al Smith man,” 
who had never been considered 
friendly to the Curry-Walker fac- 
tion of Tammany, and that Bas- 
tress was a Republican. The latter, 
commenting on his indictment, 
said: ’ 

“Some one had to be the goat, 
and I was elected.” 

Thoroughly awake to its predica- 
ment, the Manhattan-Brooklyn ma- 
chine has adopted the obvious 
strategy of “‘beating the Legisla- 
ture to it” by appearing to clean 
up its own house. The leaders are; 
too shrewd to select all the victims 
from opposing factions, and before 
the cleansing ritual is completed it 
is altogether likely that some of 
their own “‘boys’’ will be required 
to make the supreme sacrifice. 

Meantime, Seabury’s assistar.ts 
have proceeded with the investiga- 
tion of the Magistrate's courts, with 
certain help from the outside. In 
some manner Norman Thomas got 
hold of a list which Magistrate 
Simpson had compiled for his own 
use, of cases pending in his court. 
Opposite each ne appeared the 
initials of a district leader, the 
natural inference being that these 
were cases in which the leaders 
were interested. Simpson resigned. 
Magistrate Leo Healy, accused of 
drunkenness and brawling, re-

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FEDERAL COURT DISMISSES 
MOON BANKRUPTCY ACTION 


Attorneys for Petitioners Make 
Ondy a Show of Pressing the 
Suit. . 


An involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy against the Moon Motor Co., 
4400 North Broadway, filed in Fed- 
eral. Court last, Nov. 17 by four 
creditors, was dismissed yesterday 
by Federal Judge Faris after a 
brief hearing at which attorneys 
for the petitioners made only a 
show of pressing the suit. 

A State receivership for the com- 
pany instituted by Circuit Judge 
Hogan a few days before the suit 
was filed in Federal Court remains 
in effect and the receiver Judge 
Hogan appointed, Seneca C. Taylor, 
an attorney, is in charge ,of the 
affairs of the company. 

Petitioners in the Federal Court 
were the Sellers Service Co., the 
Seecurity Printing Co., the Mutual! 
Wheel Co., and the Great Lakes 
Finance Corporation, a Chicsgo 
firm. They alleged preferred pay- 
ments to the Continental Motors 
Co., the Carter’ Radiator Co., and 
the St. Louis Rustproof Co., toa 
total of $5000.

ASSAILS DEMOCRATS’ 
REDISTRICTING PLAN 


G. O. P. Chairman Curtis As- 
serts Party Will Not Sabmit 
to “Political Robbery.” 


Arthur M. Curtis of Springfield, 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, gave notice yesterday in 
a formal statement, that the Re- 
publican party would not submit to 
the State Senate’s proposed Con- 
gressional redistricting bill, which 
he said would create eight Demo- 
cratic and five .Republican  dis- 
tricts. He stated that he would 
not object to a measure giving 
the Democrats a 76 advantage, 
since the Democrats are in a ma- 
jority in both houses of the Leg- 
islature. The text of Curtis’ state- 
ment follows: 

“My attention has been called to 
a news article stating that it is the 
purpose of the Democratic major- 
ity in the State Senate to jam 
through a Congressional redistrict- 
ing bill as a caucus measure, and 
to put it up to Gov. Caulfield, and 
if he vetoes it to attempt to lay 
the responsibility for consequent 
confusion at his door. 

“Speaking for the Republican 
party in this State, I maintain that 
should Congressional redistricting 
fail at the hands of the Legisla- 
ture, the blame must rest squarely 
with the Democratic majority. The 
Democratic party, in its platform 
of last year, pledged fair redistrict- 
ing. In the face of this pledge, 
the Senate is now about to engross 
a bill that creates eight certain 
Democratic districts and five nor- 
mally Republican districts, one of 
which is consistently represented 
at present by a Democrat. 

“Recent caucus changes in this 
bill, which have been rejected by the 
House of Representatives, only in- 
crease the gerrymander originally 
agreed upon by them, and this all 
in face of the fact that Missouri 
has given an average Republican 
majority of 17,000 for the last 12 
years. The Democrats in the pres- 
ent Legislature have rejected all 
overtures made by Republicans for 
a fair compromise. They are ap- 
parently ready for a ruthless vio- 
lation of the Constitution, and An- 
tend to continue their age-old ger- 
rymander. 

“We may as well be frank. Re- 
publicans will not submit to such 
tactics. We have absolute confi- 
dence that Gov. Caulfield, known 
through the State for his courage 
and fairness, will not approve this 
bill or any other unfair bill for 
either party, but should the pres- 
ent plan pdss and receive execu- 
tive approval, Republicans through- 
out the State will join in a referen- 
dum and place it on the 1932 bal- 
lot. 

“Tf the Democratic party will 
propose a fair bill, and I am ready!

TELLS OF PROGRAM 


Ralph T. O’Neil for Immediate 
Erection of Hospitals, Navy 
Program Completion. 


The American Legion fs intereste 
ed now in two particular Govern- 
ment programs, Ralph T. O'Neil, 
national commander, said jast night 
at a meeting held in St. Louis Uni- 
versity gymnasium. The first, he 
sald, is‘immediate erection of hos- 


pitals authorized by legislation at 
the last session of Congress, the 
second construction of naval vessels 
in accordance with provisions of 
the London treaty. 

The hospital building legislation, 
O'Neil said, not only provides beds 
for sick and disabled veterans, but 
definitely commits the Government 
to the policy of building hospitais 
for cages where the cause of dis- 
ability cannot be traced definitely 
to war service. 

“The legislation commits Con- 
gress,”’ he said, “to a policy of hav- 
ing a bed await the veteran rather 
than the veteran await the bed. 
The legislation having been enacted 
it now becomes the legion’s duty to 
see that the Government immedi- 
ately and efficiently constructs the 
hospitals, We must see that all the 
red tape is cut out, and that sick 
and disabled veterans have beds 
available as soon as possible. 

‘We all look with concern.” he 
continued, “upon the failure of Con- 
greas to enact our navy building 
program which would bring the 
United States up to the parity pro- 
vided by the London treaty. If 
there is to be another meeting of 
the Powers in 1935, without the 
work of construction started at a 
very early date, it is plainly to he 
seen that we will have little more 
than a blue-print navy again. 

The American Legion regards 
the passage of the bill increasing 
the loan value of adjusted service 
certificates as “‘conservative and of 
great value to the veterans,” O'Neil 
said. “We resent the statement 
that the loans are in any way re- 
sponsible for a deficit In Governe 
ment finances,”’ he said. 

“Definite information gathered 
by the Legion shows that borrow- 
ing has been done Almost entirely 
by veterans in need. I think there 
is no question that the tncreased 
purchasing power created by the 
new loan value will help stimulate 
business and increase employment.”

BUILDINGS 1S FIXED 


U. Sy Bureau of Internal Rey- 
enue Adopts Recommenda- 
tions of Realty Board. 


The report of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, United * States 
Treasury Department, on deprecia- 
tion has been issucd. The report, 
covering all types of assets, is the 
result of over five years of study 
and research, in co-operation with 
trade organizations, and corpora- 
tions. It is designed specifically 
for computing income tax returns. 
It has, however, a wider signifi- 
cance, since in effect it puts an of- 
ficial stamp on the various studies 


and computations made in the past 
by individuals or private enterprise. 
It is of special interest to real- 
tors because of the fact that it was 
on a basis of a study made by a 
committee of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards, two 
years ago, at the department’s re- 
quest, that ‘the Treasury findings 
on most types of buildings were 
computed. ‘Their recommendations 
were adopted almost to the letter. 
The * national ociation was 
asked to set the life expectancy of 
13 general types of buildings of five 
general types of construction. In 
seven of these types of buildings 
(office buildings, stores, loft build- 
ings, factories, public garages, 
apartments and flats without ele- 
vators, and row houses) the Treas- 
ury report is exactly the same as 
the association’s report, under all 
types of .construction. In the re- 
maining six types of buildings 
(warehouses, theaters, hotels and 
elevator apartments, stores with 
apartments, two, three and four 
family houses) there are only minor 
variations under some of the head- 
ings, such for instance as changing 
the life of one-family frame houses 
from 331-3 years, as recommend- 
ed by the association, to 33 years. 
In presenting the report, the 
department. cautions against using 
these rates arbitrarily, “They are 
set forth,”’ the reports states, ‘‘sole- 
ly as a guide or starting point from 
which correct rates may be deter- 
mined’in the light of the experi- 
ence of the property under consid- 
eration and ak other pertinent evi- 
dence.” The report further states: 
“A reasonable rate for deprecia- 
tion-is dependent not only on the 
prospective useful life of the prop- 
erty when acquired, but also on the 


the property is used as reflected in 
the taxpayers’ operating policy and 
the accounting policy followed 
with respect to repairs, mainte- 
nancer replacement, charges to the 
capital account and to the depre- 
ciation reserves. If the useful life 
of each of the various classes of 
assets... could be determined pre- 
cisely, which cannot be done, there 
still could not be established a 
standard rate of depreciation for 
each character of asset unless 
there existed standard methods of 
operation and of accounting from 
which there could be no deviation. 

“Being based oun the usual expe- 
rience of. property owners, the 
probable useful life is predicated 
on a reasonable expense policy as 
to the cost of repairs and mainte- 
nance. However, the probable life 
shown does not take into account 
an extended or indefinite term of 
usefulness due to maintenance and 
replacement policy. Therefore, in 
the determination of the deprecia- 
tion allowance in each case, due 
consideration should be given the 
maintenance and replacement pol- 
icy Of the taxpayer and the ac- 
counting practice regarding the 
same, 

“It has been found that in cer-

BALTIMORE, Md., April 4— 
‘after watching the new baseball 
thrown and hit for several weeks, 
I feel that it is not going to make 
any particular difference in the 
game. I purposely refrained from 
discussing this matter until the 
pitchers were ready to throw 
curves, and it is my opinion that 
no good hitter is going to suffer 
or no ordinary pitcher suddenly 
leap to the front just because of 
the thicker thread now used. 

Down in our training camp in 
Fort Myers the ball soared as far 
as last year whenever any broad 

back met it with 
a well timed | 
swing. Why 
should there be 
any difference? 
After all the 1931 
sphere is_ solid 
and made careful- 
ly out of the best 
materials. To 
ee cause a general 
mand measurable 
e decline in batting, 
the manufacturer 
pwould have to 
turn out a “punk” 
ball that became 
lop-sided in an 
inning or two. 

Yet x think batting averages are 
going to be lower because of a 
change made in the rules since last 
season that already has met with 
strong opposition from the players. 

The sacrifice fly was abolished 
by the rule makers and this year 
batsmen will be charged with a 
time at bat even if they advance a 
baserunner by the fly route. 

Rule Doctors Went Too Far. 

I think the rule makers went too 
far in this matter. While I don't 
feel a player should be exempt 
from a time at bat when he ad- 
vances a runner from first to sec- 
ond or third after hitting a fly ball 
that is caught, yet I feel that he 
does something for his side when 
he scores a run from third on a 
flyball in which case he should be 
credited with a sacrifice. 

The assumption that a hitter Is 
trying to knock the ball out of the 
park whenever he flies out to score 
a run is untrue but it was the ar- 
gument used to change the rule. 

As a matter of fact, hitters re- 
duce their chances of making a hit 
under such circumstances by often 
deliberately hoisting the ball in the 
air. In this respect Bing Miller of 
the Athletics is a wonder. He al- 
Ways seems able to get the ball in 
the air and out far enough to score 
a player from third. His efforts 
to get the ball im the air are de- 
liberate. 

Disrupts Team Play. 

Baseball reporters rightly  ob- 
jected to the other phase of the 
sacrifice fly when batsmen were 
credited for advancing runners 
from first to second or second to 
third. Then they were trying to 
hit the ball out of the park. 

Team play was often disrupted 
by star hitters, with a runner on 
first, demanding that the latter 
wait on first and try to advance 
to second if he hit a long fly in 
order to protect his own average. 
If the ball eluded the outfielder or 
was muffed, then the runner could 
get no fuarther than second or 
third when he might have scored 
if he had taken his start.

At Arena April 18

William %. Tilden, wo will ap- 
pear at The Arena April 18 in a 
professional ma‘ch with Karel 
Kozeluh, closed his amateur career 
last year with a record of interna- 
tional tennis titles unequaled by 
any other individual player. In 
addition to being a member of the 
United States Davis Cup teams for 
11 years, Tilden won many out- 
standing singles championships in 
seven foreign countries as well as 
in the United States. 

The powerful game of John Hope 
Doeg, California star, in the na- 
tional championships at Forest 
Hills last September, deprived Til- 
den of establishing a new all-time 
record in that event. In 1929 Til- 
den won his seventh national sin- 
gles title, which equaled the rec- 
ord made by Richard D. Sears dur- 
ing the period of 1881-1887, and 
his defeat at the hands of Doeg in 
the semifinals last year prevented 
his eighth victory. 

During his career as a amateur 
player, Tilden won the _ singles 
championship of France, New 
Zealand, Italy, Austria, Germany, 
Holland and England. He won the 
title in Holland twice, and in En- 
gland three times. 

Tilden’s play in this countgy en- 
abled him to win the men’s dou- 
bles and mixed doubles titles five 
times in addition to his seven vic- 
tories in the national singles. Til- 
den also captured the clay court; 
singles honors seven times, 
ning two times at the Triple 
courts’ ‘here, in 1924 and. 1925. 
Prior to the time that France 
won the Davis Cup, Tilden was un- 
defeated in singles as a member 
of the United States Davis Cup 
team, which record in consideration 
of the fact that he was required to 
travel many thousand miles, is, no 
doubt, his most outstanding ac- 
com plishment.

two star men in Hogan and 
O’Farrell. I'd like to know when 
baseball could show any better 
men than Mickey Cochrane Of the 
Athletics, and Gabby Hartnett of 
the Cubs. Not only are they fin. 
ished -men behind the plate but 
they are high-class hitters. Then 
there are Dickey of the Yankees, 
and Lopez of Brooklyn. Both play- 
ers are just beginning to show 
their real worth. 

In Sewell the Cleveland club has 
a steady, tireless worker, s0me- 
what of the Ray Schalk class, who 
keeps it up day after day. 

The Boston Braves have 4 fine 
young backstop in Al Spohrer, wh 
is improving steadily. 

Other First-Class Men. 

The Washington Senators must 
be pretty well fixed with Spencer 
and Hargrave when they can afford 
to let Muddy Ruel go.

Catchers Are Durable. 


Catchers rarely get credit for 
their endurance. When a pitcher 
works more than once in 4 series 
the critics regard it as a rather un- 
usual event. They forget that the 
catcher often works day after day 
through a hot spell of two weeks 
or more. It often has occurred ‘0 
me that a catcher thinks nothing 
of doing that while a pitcher thinks 
himself overworked if called upo# 
more than once in four days 
Catching a double header is »° 
novelty to a good backstop. 

Our experiments with the ne* 
ball this spring already hav 
shown us that the catchers wi!! b° 
benefited almost as much as th? 
pitchers. They are highly picased 
with the passing of the jackra>- 
bit. In making throws the Dis- 
ger teams give them a much Del 
ter grip on the ball and their ac 
tual work will be lessened by t'* 
fact that not so many ba!!s ¥'!

about. Sentiment raged at fever heat. 
Even the school children played at 
lynching the murderer. For years 
afterward, too, the case was reviewed 
and discussed and made the basis for 
a number of mystery tales appearing 
in detective story magazines. 

The Lembergers. like the Johnsons, 
lived in the ‘‘Green Bush,’’ a more or 
less squalid section lying between the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
road yards and Lake Monona, in the 


western part of the city. The two 
families, indeed, lived on the same 
street, three houses apart. Annie, 7 


years old, was the second of the four 
Lemberger children, an _ attractive 
child, described as somewhat brighter 
than most of the other children in her 
group. 


NNIE was reported missing from 
Ate home on the morning of 


September 6, 1911. She had 
gone to bed at the usual time, her 
parents told the _ police, and. had 


slept in a room with her younger sis- 
ter and two small brothers. Ap- 
parently she had been kidnaped, they 
said, for a screen had been cut 
from the bedroom window and the 
window was found open. This win- 
dow, opening on the street (the room 
extended out to the sidewalk), had 
been kept closed and fastened with 
a stick braced diagonally across the 
upper part of the frame. The story 
told by the parents and the evidence 
at the window indicated the kidnaper 
had cut out the screen, thrust his hand 
through a hole in one of the window 
panes and removed the stick, and had 
then opened the window and dragged 
the child from her bed, as the foot of 
the bed extended partly across the win- 
dow. How the kidnaper had carried 
out such a plan without arousing the 
household, however, was a mystery. 
There was a dog in the room, but so 
far as the Lembergers could say, it 
had not barked. Moreover, Annie had 
slept on the side farthest from the 
window. To drag her out the kidnap- 
er obviously would have had to drag 
her across two other children sleeping 
The 
other children said they had not been 
awakened. 

Mrs. Lemberger said she thought 
the child had been stolen by a gypsy 
band that had passed through town the 
day before, so officers pursued the 
gypsy caravan. They found the camp 
12 miles out and searched it high and 
low, but no trace of the girl was found. 
Then they came back and scoured the 
entire ‘“‘Green Bush” district, peering 
into box cars, basements, coal sheds

the search. The 
next day two blood- 
hounds were 
brought to town 
and put on the trail 
at the bedroom win- 
dow. Twice they 
followed it to the 
shore of Lake Mo- 
nona, about four 
blocks distant, and 
back again to the 
Lemberger house. 
It was conceded 
then that Annie 
had been mur- 
dered, and that her 
body, when found, 
would be in the 
lake. 

So it happened. On the morning of 
September 9, three days after the girl's 
disappearance, a workman walking 
along the lake shore saw a nude body 
floating a few feet from the bank and 
called the police. It was Annie’s body. 
An autopsy disclosed she had died 
from concussion of the brain and cere- 
bral hemorrhage. She had been struck 
back of the right ear with a blunt in- 
strument and there was a cut across 
her forehead. She had not been sub- 
jected to assault. 

Madison newspapers that day re- 
ported hundreds of persons in angry 


and 


groups were milling about the lake 
front and the undertaker's. ‘If the 
murderer is apprehended,’ the papers 


said, ‘‘he probably will be lynched.’’ 
The same tension prevailed the next 
day—the day of the funeral. The fu- 
neral throng was the largest ever seen 
in Madison. According to official count 
by the police, who were stationed at 
the home to keep order and admit 
only 10 persons at a time, 4760 vis- 
itors"passed through the humble Lem- 
berger cottage to see the child’s body.

Public sen- 
timent demanded an 
arrest—so the po- 
lice went out and 
made one. They ar- 
rested ‘‘Dogskin”’ 
Johnson. 

There was no real 
evidence against 
Johnson. Only an 
unsavory repu- 
tation. Nobody re- 
garded him as a 
dangerous or vicious 
character, nor was 
there any record of 
his ever having hurt 
anybody. He was 
merely shiftless, a 
weak - minded 

and had a predilec- 
tion for getting drunk. But he did 
have a record. Some years earlier 
he had been arrested at Monroe for 
making foolish advances to women and 
girls and had been adjudged insane 
and sent to the Mendota asylum. 


E HAD served two short prison 
H terms also. One was for non- 
support of his family. The 
other was for an offense that fur- 
nishes a fair index to his childish 
type of mentality. He had dragged 
a steel rail across a railroad embank- 
ment so that one end projected across 
the track at a height of three or four 
feet. The idea was not to wreck a 
train, but to stand by and see a swell 
crash when the locomotive came along 
and hurled the rail high in the air. 
The sheme turned out to be a great 
success—almost. A St. Paul locomo- 
tive gave the rail a mighty wallop and 
some of the trainmen testified they 
felt a considerable jolt. Johnson was 
given a year in the penitentiary to 
laugh at his joke. 
The police had all these facts in 
hand when, on the day after Annie's 
funeral, a detective strolled by late in 


the afternoon and found J@hnson 
standing in front of his home. He in. 
quired whether Johnson hadn't been in 
some trouble with Lemberger a few 
months before. Johnson said yes, he 
and Lemberger had got into a row 
over some boxes thrown off a car by 
one of the railroad yardmen. They 
had called each other unpleasant 
names and had almost come to blows. 

‘Come up to the station with me 
and tell the Chief about it,’’ the de- 
tective suggested. ‘‘He wants to ask 
you some questions about Lemberger.’’ 

Johnson said he hesitated because 
it was almost supper time, but he 
thought he might be able to help out 
with the case and went along. 


E RELATES now that he looked 
HH mc as he departed and saw 

his wife through the door get- 
ting supper. That, he says, was the 
last time he saw her for 10 years. 
The moment he _ stepped into the 
police station he was locked up and 
detectives began firing questions at 
him about murdering Annie Lem- 
berger. 

One of the detectives hit him on 
the neck once, he now tells, but for 
the most part he was subjected to 
no physical violence. The officers ap- 
parently surmised that his mind was 
his weakest point and centered their 
attacks upon it. They talked ‘‘mob”’ 
and “lynching’’ constantly. They said 
a mob had set up a stake and was 
gathering firewood down at Britting- 
ham Park on the lake front. 

It appears that when news of John- 
son’s arrest got around there was some 
talk of mob action and a crowd gath- 
ered around the police station, but the 
mob menace was at no time so real and 
so imminent as Johnson was led to 
believe it was. The officers played up 
the mob motif to the point of staging 
a great deal of play acting. They 
would answer the telephonein John- 
son’s presence and argue heatedly with 
the caller. 


“No, we can't let you see him,” 
they would say. ‘‘We don’t dare to let 
anybody in. We're expecting the mob 


to storm the place any minute.” 

They would maneuver him in front 
of a window and then, as if suddenly 
realizing his danger, would jerk him 
away... . “Stay away from that win- 
dow, you fool! Don’t you know the 
mob has snipers posted all around the 
jail to shoot you?” 

He would hear doors clanging and 
voices in argument downstairs. 
“Well, we'll go away and get a bigger 
mob.” 

He saw the children playing mob on 
the school grounds across the street. 

Then there was that terrible night

when they tried the “spook stuff,”’ 
with the creaking doors and rattling 
chains. 

Finally, the strain from sleepless- 
ness and fear became too great. His 
protestations of innocence became 
weaker. One afternoon a celebrated 
detective from a private agency in 
Chicago came in to put him through 
another grilling. Flourishing a knife 
in a menacing manner, the detective 
demonstrated how Johnson had cut the 
screen from Annie's bedroom window 
“‘to see Annie asleep’; how the child 
had been awakened by the cold air and 
recognized him; how he dragged her 
out and slugged her to keep her from 
telling; how he then carried her body 
to the lake and stole home to bed. The 
detective dictated a confession. 

‘‘What will you do if I confess and 
plead guilty?’’ asked Johnson. 

‘We'll get you out of town at once 
and save you from this mob.’’ 

“Then I'll confess,’ said Johnson. 
‘I killed the girl. Get me out of here 
as soon as you can.” 


taken out of town hidden under a 
robé in the Sheriff's automobile. 
Ten miles out, he uncovered his head 
and inquired whether the mob was 
there. Assured that it wasn’t, he re- 
newed his denial of guilt and declared 
he had confessed only to escape lynch- 
ing. ‘“‘Well, the mob didn’t get me, 
anyway,’ he is said to have remarked 
when they reached the penitentiary. 
“But I didn’t kill Annie Lemberger.’’ 
Within two days after Johnson was 
taken to prison the Madison and Mil- 
waukee newspapers began to voice a 
healthy suspicion that he had been 
‘‘railroaded.’’ It was pointed out that 
he couldn’t have committed the crime 
in the manner described by the police. 
In the first place, he couldn’t have 
put his hand through the hole in the 
broken pane to unfasten the window. 
It was only large’ enough to admit the 
hand of a small child. He had said in 
his confession that the girl's nightgown 
was ragged and had fallen off and he 
didn't know what had become of it. 
That, the papers said, was all ‘‘bosh.’’ 
The man who killed the girl disposed 
of the nightgown. Otherwise it would 
have been found in the search next 
day. To cap it all, Johnson had been 
in the crowd that followed the blood- 
hounds to the lake and several times 
had been within a few feet of the dogs. 
Yet they had ignored him entirely and 
had followed the trail back to the 
Lemberger house. The papers wound 
up with the conclusion that the third 
degree had been too much for a weak 
and disordered mind. 


HE pardon hearing in October, 
1921, was nearing its close when 
there came a dramatic and 

astounding development in the case of 
Annie Lemberger. Former Judge 
Stolen, who had been engaged for a 
week in presenting evidence to estab- 
lish Johnson’s innocence, received one 
day a letter from a woman who identi- 
fied herself only as a friend of the 
Lemberger family. 

‘“‘Annie Lemberger,’’ the letter said, 
‘“‘was killed by her own father.’’ 

Stolen traced the letter to Mrs. May 
Sorenson and went to her home to 
question her. At his appearance, he 
relates, she screamed and drew the 
shades. But she told him the story. 
She had kept silence until now, she 
said, because Lemberger had declared 
he would kill her if she ever told. 

On the evidence supplied by Mrs. 
Sorenson, Stolen got a warrant for 
the arrest of Martin Lemberger on a 
charge of first degree murder and a 
warrant charging his wife with per- 
jury. This was done quietly. The 
next day he continued with the hear- 
ing in the Senate Chamber of the State 
Capitol and put the Lembergers on the 
witness stand, Mrs. Lemberger first. 
They repeated the stories they had told 
before about Annie's mysterious dis- 
appearance. When Lemberger had 
completed his testimony, Stolen deliv-

He must prod 
Nature and thwart it, . he must 
take control not only of his own des- 
tinies but of the whole of life.” Only 
by dominating his surroundings can 
he survive, and only by enhancing his 
own abilities can he so dominate his 
surroundings. Man must lift himself 
by his own bootstraps

ing his mating as to produce 
desirable qualities in the race and 
eliminate undesirable ones. He needs 


a befter equipment than he has now 
to meet the problems of his future. 
These problems seem to center on 
the fact that the world is changing 
with increasing rapidity. The authors 
suggest that mankind is causing the 
life of the world to change 10,000 
times as fast as it ever did before. 
The record of the earth's past gives 
evidence of the acceleration of the evo- 
jutionary process. ‘“‘The Science of 
Life’’ proposes that two thousand mil- 
lion years be taken provisionally as the 
age of the earth. The distribution of 
fossils indicates that for more than 
half that time there was no life. And 
after life began the Paleozoic Era 
“droned on without bird or 
ruammal or flowering plant,’ for more 


even a 


than three hundred million years. It 
took about one hundred million years 
to generate a tail-less ape from the 
first mammals, and at least ten million 
years for a creature that could be 
called man to emerge from that ape. 
Our own species of man has been in 
existence perhaps a million years. It 
has taken him but 15,000 years to ad- 
vance from the Old Stone Age to air- 
plane and radio. 

With terrestrial life moving at its 
present rapid rate, man needs to take 
care that his achieving of immediate 
efficiency is not at the expense of later 
generations, say Wells, Huxley and 
Wells. He has been drawing on his 
reserves of capital by using coal, oil, 
natural gas and wood faster than they 
are being replaced, and by killing off 
whales, seals and big game too rapid- 
lv. The authors do not worry greatly 
over this, as they think effective reme- 
dies will be evolved: that scientific 
reforestation will replenish the wood 
supply; the slaughter of valuable ani- 
mals will be stopped; that water pow- 
er, tide power, sun power, wind power 
and power alcoho! made from plants 
will serve as substitutes for coal and 
oil. Furthermore, population probabiy 
will be adjusted to supplies eventually. 

The problem of population is more 
than a matter of numbers. Mankind 
seems to have been going through a 
“breeding storm’ which has been in- 
creasing population at such a rate 
that, if continued 500 years, it would 
give the earth a population 500 times 
as large as at present; but there are 
evidences that it has passed its peak 
and it is thought likely the birthrate 
will continue to fall for several genera- 
tions. But there is another phase of 
the problem. In the opinion of the 
authors of ‘“‘The Science of Life’’ man's

A problem of another kind, but one 
which apparently causes Wells and his 
associates grave concern, is that of the 
phosphorus supply.

C6 Deonatituent 0 is an essential 
constituent of all living crea- 
tures. It is, however, a rather 
rare element in nature, constituting 
only about one-seven-hundredth part 
of the earth's crust. In the ocean, 
the proportion is infinitesimal, only 
five parts of phosphate to 100,000 
of sea water. Of all the 
phosphorus in the sea and in its 
animals and plants, some gets back 
to land in guano, some in phosphate 
deposits made of fossil bones and 
shells, some in fish that man catches 
and brings ashore; but all this is a 
trifling fraction of the whole, and for 
the most part slow-accumulating. On 
land, meanwhile, the soil is losing 
phosphorus al] the time, partly by 
leaching out into rivers, partly by crop 
depletion. From the soil of the Unit- 
ed States alone the equivalent of some 
6,000,000 tons of phosphate is disap- 
pearing every year; and only about a 
quarter of this is put back in fertiliz- 
ers. Meanwhile, the store of fertilizers 
is being depicted, and man is sluic- 
ing phosphorus recklessly into the 
ocean in sewage. It is urgent- 
ly necessary that Western ‘civilized’ 
man shall alter his methods of sewage 
disposal. If he does not there will be 
a phosphorus shortage, and therefore

It is not 
ultimately necessary that a nfultitude 
of dull and timid people should be 
born in order that a few bright and 
active people should be born. 
There may come a time when the 
species will have a definite repro- 
ductive policy and will be working 
directly for the emergence and se- 
lection of certain recessives and the 
elimination of this or that dominant. 
_. | Once the eugenic phase is reached, 
humanity may increase very rapidly in 
skill. mental power and genera! vigor. 

‘and it is not only human life that 
human knowledge may mold. The 
clumsy expedients of the old-time ani- 
mal and plant breeder will be replaced 
by more assured and swifter and more 
effective methods. Of every species of 
plant and animal man may judge 
whether it is to be fostered, improved 
or eliminated. No species is likely to 
remain unmodified. One may

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doubt the need to exterminate even 
the wolf and tiger. The tiger may 
cease to be the enemy of man and 
his cattle; the wolf, bred and sub- 
dued, may crouch at his feet. 

‘‘Consider what man has learned to 
do with plants——qguite apart from mere 
selective breeding, the picking and ap- 
proving of Nature's creative experi- 
ments. Muse for the moment on the 
idea of a graft. A bit of one kind of 
plant is joined, welded, one flesh with 
another. A thoroughly unnatural 
thing, which never happened before 
the human cultivator appeared, is 
brought into existence. 

“It is perfectly possible that man 
will do these things with animal bodies 
in the near future. Already he is learn- 
ing to handle the difficult, delicate ma 
terial. The tissue cultivator takes bits 
of muscle or nerve or kidney and 
grows them for years in his incubators, 
quite isolated from the rest of the 
body. The plastic surgeon cuts a splint 
irom the tibia and welds it into a 
broken lower jaw, or takes skin from 
the buttocks to mold an eyelid. Soon 
we shall be doing much more tremen- 
dous surgeries. It may even prove 
possible to operate directly on the 
germ-plasm, for the geneticist can al- 
ready produce mutations by means of 
X-rays. Man has conquered the hard 
ness of steel; he cuts and twists it and 
builds with it as he pleases; today he 
is learning a new art, with living pro- 
toplasm as his medium.”

Many must wonder whether people 
will be as happy under the highly or- 
ganized life predicted for the future 
as they can be under the individualism 
of the present day The authors of 
“The Science of. Life’’ have thought 
about this, too, and they answer 

‘In that great age the subordination 
of self wil certainly play a part. But 
the subordination of seif is not by any 
means the same as self-sacrifice. The 
individual life may be infinitely richer 
as a part than as a whole; the whole 
sustains and inspires its members; ex- 
periences we cannot dream of may lie 
before our descendants.

LINCOLN, Nebraska. 
BIG black sedan 
stood outside the 
door of the Lincoln 
National Bank and 
Trust Company 
here. On the side- 
walk a man with a 
machine gun 
walked back and 
forth in front of 
the entrance. Persons in a cigar store. 
across the way glanced casually over, 
wondered idly what was going on until 
a policeman came in and said that 
Sheriff's deputies were guarding the 
transfer of a lot of money. Anyway, 
the policeman guessed that was what 
they were doing. 

And sure enough, pretty soon sev- 
eral men came out with loaded sacks. 
They all jumped in the car and sped 
away to the accompaniment of a 
screaming siren. 

It had taken just 10 minutes. In 
that time six bandits had gathered up 
and carted away a considerable share 
of the assets of the bank without a 
single shot being fired. It was said 
here that they might just as well have 
put the building itself on wheels and 
towed it after their car. Five days 
later the Lincoln National Bank closed 
its doors. A portion of the loss was 
not covered by insurance. 

Half an hour after the robbery last 
September, W. A. Selleck, president of 
the bank, said the amount stolen was 
about $50,000. Later it was stated that 
in addition to about $50,000 in cash 
the robbers also got more than $1,- 
00,000 in securities.

ing figure of $2,268,000-——$35,000 
in cash and $2,233,000 in stocks and 
bonds. Of the amount stolen in 
stocks and securities, about $500.- 
000 is reported to be in non-negotiable 
paper, and of this amount about $50,-

A well-dressed man between 30 and 
40 jumped out of the front seat.

He 
walked back and forth in front of the 
bank, then gave the others in the car 
the high sign. Four men got out, each 
carrying a sack as though it contained 
money. 

On the inside things moved rapidly. 
The leader strode over to Phil Hall. 
cashier and a Colonel in the World 
War. The bandit displayed a large re- 
volver. He asked Hall where the cash 
was kept. Hall once walked into a 
machine-gun nest in France. He came 
out without a scratch, so the sight of a 
gun wae no thrill for him. But he

His job seemed to be to pay particular 
attention to anyone who assumed an 
especial interest in the activities of the 
machine gunner. While everything 
was quiet and serene outside there was 
excitement galore within. 

The leader was standing in the cen. 
ter of the floor swearing at the terri- 
fied clerks and barking out orders to 
his lieutenants. 

When they finished scooping up 
$35,000 in currency from the cashiers’ 
counters the leader demanded that 
someone open the currency vaults. 

President Selleck had often told his 
employes never to take any chances 
with robbers. Obey their commands, 
was his advice. So when the bandit 
leader asked for someone to open the 

vaults, E. H. Luikart, 
vice president, told 
the ieader that Flor- 
ence Zeiser could let 
him into the vaults. 

‘“‘Where is she?”’ he 
barked out. 

With this Miss Zei-

Miss Zeiser fell to her knees, pleading 
for mercy, as two bandits leveled their 
guns at her. Apparently believing she 
was telling the truth, the leader or- 
dered his men to resume the looting. 

In the excitement the bandits 
failed to notice Mrs. Hugh Werner as 
she edged her way to the door and 
walked out unmolested. The outside 
guard must have thought she came 
from another section of the buiiding, 
as he did not molest her. She walked 
to a nearby store, where she screamed 
to E. S. Wolfenbarger that the bank 
was being held up. 

Wolfenbarger called the police and 
then ran to the scene of the robbery. 
He saw the guard outside and, think- 
ing he was a bank official, started to 
tell him the police would be there in a 
minute. The bandit flourished his ma- 
chine gun and marched Wolfenbarger 
into the bank.

Detectives. Forrest Shappaugh and 
Peter Myers were ordered to the bank 
to see what the trouble was. Wolfen- 
barger had failed to impress police 
with the seriousness of his call. The 
driver in the automobile spotted the 
detectives as they drove up. He dis- 
played his rifle and ordered the offi- 
cers to drive on and not look around. 
Instead of hurrying to a phone seeking 
reinforcements they drove six blocks 
back to the station. 

Meanwhile, the bandits had about 
finished the job. The leader saw to it 
the five sacks were bulging with se- 
curities of all kind. He ran his hands 
through another pile of stocks and 
bonds and then went over and lifted 
a container holding some $14,000 in 
silver. 

“Aw, this is enough; let’s get the 
hell out of here,’’ he said. 

The four loaded the loot into the 
waiting automobile. The guard with 
the machine gun paced nervously back 
and forth. Once they -were all in the 
car they started away and the driver 
opened up a police siren. The bandits 
passed a police auto at a stop street. 
Pointing the machine gun at the offi- 
cers a bandit ordered them to turn 
down a side street. They did so. 

Myers later was released from the 
force. Chief Peter Johnstone also was 
ousted from his office for having failed 
to meet the emergency caused by the 
robbery. 


HE siren gave the robbers right 

of way. Motorists assumed, of 

course, that it was a police car. 

By the time Detectives Shappaugh and 

Myers spread the alarm the bandits 
had made good their getaway. 

Witnesses got the number of the car. 
It was an Iowa license, No. 97-13557, 
a car stolen from a farmer living near 
Sioux City. 

The bank appears almost to have 
been made to order for a robbery of 
this magnitude. There were no cages 
inclosed by glass or wire, and the tell- 
ers stood behind low counters, as is 
shown in a photograph on this page. 

Word of the robbery spread rapidly. 
Police and State Sheriffs immediately 
got on the telephone, advising every 
town within a radius of 100 miles. 
Within 10 minutes a network of tele- 
phone calls apprised every town mar- 
shal in the surrounding territory. 

Late in the afternoon J. M. Watson, 
a farmer living near Waverly, Nebras- 
ka, 10 miles from Lincoln, reported to 
police that he had seen a big Buick 
sedan run up some gang planks and

off in the direction of Omaha. The 
time, he said, was shortly after 10:30 
a.m. He knew on account of a train 
which passes at that time.

Organization of the United States Steel Corporation Gave Morgan 
Greater Power Than Had Ever Before Been 


with the Minne- 
sota Iron Com- 
Pany.

The flam- 
boyant, poker- 
playing promoter 
was a tough cus- 
tomer and hard to 
down, 

Morgan, though, 
had placed the 
priceless accolade 
of his approval 
upon Gary. He 
astonished the 
lawyer one afternoon (this was late 
September, 1898) by informing him 
that he had been selected as president 
of Federal Steel. ‘‘When can you take 
up your duties in New York?’ asked 
Morgan. “But Mr. Morgan,’ protest- 
ed Gary, “I have a law practice in 
Chicago that brings me in $75,000 a 
year. I don’t want to leave it.”’ 

“Oh; that’s all right,’’ retorted Mor- 
gan, casually, “I'll take care of that. 
You can name your own salary, choose 
your own executive committee, select 
the directors if you want to.” 

Gary begged for time. Morgan gave 
him 24 hours. Next day Gary signed a 
three-year contract as president of the 
Federal Steel Company. Thus began 
a warm and unusua: association. 
Gary's ideas on business ethics, per- 
sonal and social morality, and the like 
differed widely from those of Morgan. 
Yet, with the exception of two or three 
memorable clashes, Gary and Morgan 
worked in harmony for 15 years. 

“Judge Gary is too good a man to 
oppose,’’ Morgan once told a friend. 
Often, when in one of his black, sou’- 
east moods, the financier would send 
one of his juniors for Gary. ‘Senior 
wants to know why you haven't been 
over,’ was the message. Gary would 
walk over to the bank and he and 
Morgan would talk, sometimes for 
hours, about everything under the sun.

lish European depots as Gary had 
planned. 

In 1889 there came an amazing se- 
ries of new mergers. Gates, as we 
have seen, launched his American Steel 
and Wire Company of New Jersey. 
The daring Moore brothers, William 
H. and James, founders of Diamond 
Match and National Biscuit, turned 
to iron and steel. With Daniel G. 
Reid and others, the Moores snapped 
a rubber band about 265 tin plate 
milis and formed the Tin Plate Trust. 


Company, which Morgan had been 

persuaded to finance; the Ameri- 
can Steel Hoop Company; the Ameri- 
can Sheet Steel Company; the National 
Steel Company; the American Bridge 
Company. Partly, these mergers were 
units in handling huge contracts. Steel 
making is an expensive art. 

The public watched the dizzy course 
of the steel promoters with mingled 
feelings: awe and admiration, fear and 
curiosity. 

In a Fifth avenue mansion, however, 
was a squat, bearded little man who 
noted the movement with joy. Spider- 
like, Andrew Carnegie lurked in his 
web and wove schemes to turn the sit- 
uation to his profit. Carnegie was the 
key to stee! and iron trade 
problems, and well he 
knew it. 

For half a century, since 
his penniless parents had 
brought him and his broth- 
er Tom to Amercia from 
Dunfermline, Scotland, 
Carnegie had accustomed 
himself to looking out for 
the main chance. In 1848,

Fortune smiled 
upon him from the 
very start. He ob- 
tained as manager 
the famous Cap- 
tain Billy Jones, 
whose success in 
turning out great 
quantities of steel 
founded the Car- 
negie fortune. Car- 
negie was a curi- 
ous little person, 
eaten with ego— 
and ability. Some- 
times he seemed to 
forget that he was 
neither Henry Bes- 
semer, who discov- 
ered the process 
for making steel, 
nor William Kel- 
ley, who produced 
the malleable iron 
when Carnegie was 
a youngster § in 
short pants. 

Carnegie was a 
financier pure and 
simple. He never 
experimented. He 
bought into going 
concerns — Home- 
stead and Dugques- 
ne. Soon he had 
a monopoly in 
steel rails. He ab. 
sorbed ore lands 
in the Lake §Su- 
perior region and 
built railroads and 
ships. In 1889 
Henry Clay Frick 
threw his fortunes 
in with Carnegie. 
Fifteen years 
younger than Car. 
negie, Frick, a 
thoughtful, reticent man of Swiss an- 
cestry, had worked up from errand boy 
in a village store at Mount Pleasant, 
near Pittsburg, to become the greatest 
coke maker in the country. A few 
years later Carnegie combined al! his 
undertakings into the great Carnegie 
Steel Company. 

Carnegie had been raised in a rough 
school. He had no business morality. 
He was a cruel competitor, indulging 
in every devious device to gain an ad- 
vantage. 

From $7,000,000 in 1897, the Car- 
negie Stee] Company's net profits had 
in 1900 risen to $40,000,000. This 
did not dampen the little Scot's eager- 
ness to retire. He knew he could get 
a top price on a rising market. He 
cherished an ambition to be known as 
the world’s greatest philanthropist. He 
loved such resounding aphorisms as 
“he who dies rich, dies disgraced,’’ and 
‘‘T would prefer to have my niece mar- 
ry an honest working man than a 
worthless duke!’’ However, those not 
sentimentally inclined noted the ex- 
quisite, Boswellian pleasure afforded 
to Carnegie when he hobnobbed with 
the great. 

The Laird of Skibo knew that this 
was the time for him to cash in. But 
he was not one to seli out without ex- 
tracting the last penny. He saw his 
chance when Morgan organized Fed- 
eral Steel and when other mergers 
came tumbling along. Early in ‘99 he 
granted a 90-day option to William H. 
Moore for $157,950,000. The option 
expired and Carnegie pocketed a mil- 
lion-dollar forfeit. A little later he 


_began to flirt with John D. Rockefel- 


ter. His price now had gone to $250,- 
000,000. This was too much for 
John D. 

Now Carnegie began to work subtly 
upon Morgan. In relation to the new 
merger he wrote his managers to pre-

serve “armed neutrality,’’ adding: 


“If they decline to give us what we 
want, then there must be no bluff. We 
must accept the situation and prove 
that if it is fight they want, here we 
are ‘always ready.’ Here is a historic 
situation for the Managers to study— 
Richelieu’s advice: ‘First, all means to 
conciliate; failing that, all means to 
crush.’ Shakspeare has it: ‘First in 
your right hand carry gentle Peace’; 
but after Peace is gone the worst poli- 
cy in the world is ‘gentle war.’ We 
should look with favor upon every 
combination of every kind upon the 
part of our competitors; the bigger 
they grow the more vulnerable they 
become. It is with firms as with na- 
\lons; ‘scattered possessions’ are not 
in it with a solid, compact concen- 
trated force.’’ 

Early in 1900 Carnegie broke with 
Frick. The two men were never en 
rapport temperamentally. Frick was 
a bit of a dreamer, a scholar, an idea)- 
ist in a way. Carnegie grated upon 
him. Their differences were carried 
into the courts. Carnegie reorganized 
and made Charles M. Schwab presi- 
dent of the Carnegie Steel Co. 

Schwab, then but 38, was the apple 
of Carnegie’s eye. Twenty years be- 
fore he had been a laborer in the 
Braddock works. When Carnegie first 
met him, he was a jolly, good-natured 
boy attached to his father’s livery sta- 
ble in Cresson Springs, Pennsylvania, 
where Carnegie had a summer bunga- 
low. Young Schwab had a good voice 
and raised it joyfully when he brought 
the horse and buggy around to the 
Carnegie cottage. ‘““‘When that boy of 
yours is ready for a job, send him to 
me,’’ Carnegie told Schwab pere.

Schwab was the sort of man who 
would appeal to Morgan. Carnegie, 
craftily aware of Morgan's persona! 
dislike for himself, brought Schwab to 
New York and set him to work upon

At the same time Carnegie trumpet- 
ed throughout the land a series of new 
projects that threw the steel and iron 
industry into turmoil. He actually let 
contracts for a $12,000,000 tube plant 
on Lake Erie to compete with Mor- 
gan's National Tube Co, He an- 
nounced that he would fight Gates by 
erecting a gigantic rod mill at Pitts- 
burg. He said he would bring his own 
raw materials from the Great Lakes 
by means of his own ships and his own 
railroad from Lake Erie to Pittsburg. 
He even planned-a road from Pitte- 
burg to the Atlantic to rival the Penn- 
sylvania. 

This was too much for Gates, the 
Moore brothers, and the other steel 
promoters. They realized that Car- 
negie meant business. Panic seized 
them. From every direction came ap- 
peals to Pierpont Morgan to buy out 
Carnegie and organize the steel trade 
into one indomitable unit. At firat, 
Morgan believed the proposal too dif- 
ficult. ‘‘I don't thing I could raise the 
money,’ he told Gary when the latter 
urged the purchase of the Carnegie 
interests. 


C HARLIE SCHWAB developed 


ber, 1900, when Morgan found 

himself at a private dinner seat- 
ed next to Schwab. The latter 
was the only speaker. He stirred 
Morgan's imagination by painting the 
possibilities of manufacturing steel 
upon a larger scale than ever before. 
“For instance,’’ Schwab pointed out, 
“there is in the United States no one 
plant making steel cars, exclusively. 
Instead of having one mill make 10, 
20 or 50 products, why not have one 
mill make one product and that con- 
tinuously?” 

Schwab touched upon metallurgical, 
mechanical, transportation economies. 
His words bewitched Morgan. When 
the dinner was over, Morgan did pot 
withdraw, as usual. Instead, he drew 
Schwab into a corner, They talked 
long and earnestly. A few days later 
there was a further conference in Mor- 
gan's office. ‘Get me an option upon 
the Carnegie properties,’’ directed 
Morgan. 

One may itmagine the willingness 
with which Schwab carried Morgan’s 
dictum to his mentor! 

After a proper period had elapsed, 
Schwab stood again before Morgan. 
Mr. Carnegie, he said, would not 
grant a written option but had scrib- 
bled his price upon a piece of paper. 
“Here is the figure, Mr. Morgan.’’ 
This was the price later accepted—- 
equivalent in cash to more than 
$400,000,000 for the Carir-gie Stee! 
Company, lock, stock and barrel, ma- 
jority and minority interests. Morgan 
stowed the slip in a pocket of his ca- 
pacious vest and growled that Schwab 
would hear from him-—later. 

One Sunday morning, a fortnight 
afterward, Robert Bacon appeared in 
Judge Gary's apartment in the Hoté! 
Plaza, bearing a detailed memoran- 
dum of the Carnegie proposition. “The

Chief wants to know if you think this 
practical,’"’ explained Bacon. 

Gary worked into the small hours 
upon a plan which he thought would 
justify the purchase, and presented his 
findings to Morgan in the morning. 
The Gary plan proposed an amalgama- 
tion not only of Carnegie and Federal 
Steel but of half a dozen other of the 


new combinations. This merger, as 


Gary visualized it, would control its 
own raw materials and its manufac- 
turing and distributing facilities, and 
would be able to make and dispose of, 
most economically, all forms of fin- 
ished steel for sale in this country and 
abroad. 

Morgan absorbed the plan—in split- 
seconds. ‘‘All right,’’ he splurted, 
‘“‘where shall we start?’’ 

It was decided to make Federal 
Steel the nucleus, Within an hour or 
two Gary, chiefly by telephone, ob- 
tained the approval of the Federal di- 
rectors. From Chicago Marshall Field 
expressed the general opinion: ai 
am in agreement with whatever Mr. 
Morgan and you decide.” 

Late in the afternoon of that mem- 
orable Monday Morgan placed his 
hand upon Gary’s shoulder and said: 
‘‘Now, there’s one thing I want un- 
derstood: if 1 go into this you are to 
go with me, not only as my lawyer but 
as my friend--that is, you are to stand 
by me.” 

“For the next four weeks,’ writes 
Ida M. Tarbell, Gary's biographer, 
“the Morgan offices were the scene of 
as- nearly exciting activities as was 
possible in that dignified and con- 
trolled quarter. Judge Gary set up 
his headquarters there... . Men came 
and went from morning until night 
and the newspapers were g00n agog 
with curiosity. The publHe became 
anxious. Early in February it be- 
came necessary for Judge Gary. . 
to make to the public some kind of 
announcement as to what was con- 
templated.”’

Gary’s statement, made “solely on 
my own responsibility,”’ told of the 
proposed merger. It disavowed any 
intention of creating a monopoly or in 
any way antagonizing any principle or 
policy of the law. 

There were many exciting moments 
during these weeks of negotiations. 

One day Morgan called in one of his 
own lawyers and Judge J. H. Reed of 
Pittsburg, Carnegie’s chief counsel. 
“Do you know what I have done?’’ 
Morgan asked them. ‘I have sold my- 
self short. I have agreed to take over 
the stock of all these companies and I 
have not got a scratch of the pen from 
Mr. Carnegie which would hold him or 
his estate if he died.” 


HE lawyers dashed to Carnegie’s 
house and explained the dilem- 
ma. Carnegie readily dictated a 
satisfactory document. “Of course,’’ 
he said, ‘“Pierpont ought to have a 
letter."" Morgan grimaced when he 
heard that Carnegie had spoken of him 
as ‘‘Pierpont.’’ He disliked the very 


shadow of the canny little Scot. A 
month or two later when he found 
himself crossing the ocean with Car- 
negie, he did his best to avoid the lat- 
ter. Carnegie, however, one day braced 
Morgan on deck. ‘‘Mr. Morgan,’’ he 
said, ‘I sold out to you too cheaply. 
You'd have given me two million dol- 
lars more.”’ 

“Yes, I would have given you two 
million more,’’ retorted Morgan, add- 
ing, as he hurried away, ‘‘if only to 
be rid of you."’

Its Intermisstons Allow One to Live 


a Nicely-Rounded Life. 


CCORDING to report, three 

nights will be. required 

to run off Eugene O'Neill's 

latest play. This will make 
the five-hour ‘‘Strange Interlude’’ look 
like a mere skit. 

It would be possible, of course, to 
stage a generous show like this in a 
single day. For instance, they could 
run it from 9 a. m. until 1 p. m., take 
30 minutes off for lunch; continue it 
from 1:30 p. m. till 6; take an hour off 
for dinner, and wind it up in the eve- 
ning shift from 7 o’clock to 11. The 
reason they aren't doing this, appar- 
ently, is that it would be too difficult 
to keep the audience intact. Salesmen 
would be leaving to see prospective 
buyers, brokers would be dashing off 
to watch the trend of the market and 
women would be zipping away to keep 
appointments at beauty parlors. 

It remains to be seen whether people 
who miss one or two of these evening 
jolts will have to pay the same for 
their tickets as those who see all three 
of them. Off hand, it would seem 
equitable to tax them only one-third 
or two-thirds as much. However, it 
must be remembered that this is all 
one show! Nobody ever got a refund 
on a musical comedy because he left 
before it was over or arrived late and 
missed a staircase number. 

In our bustling civilization a lot of 
things can happen to a man in the 
period that elapses from the start of 
this production to its finish. Two days 
and three nights is a long, long time.

--Or Just “what the Law requires?” 


FTER all, food regulations and laws are 
made for you. Food is packaged and 
canned for your convenience in buying, 
preparing and serving. So why shouldn't 
you have something to say about what 
goes on the outside of the package or can? 


The Government, as you know, requires that certain 
facts be printed on food labels—usually technical ex- 
pressions of grades or contents. But—should labels go 
further and ‘‘tell the whole story ?”’
